HARVEST RECORDED SINCE 1880

Guesses and Estimates Make Year's
Yield Look Large and Small.

The first recorded hop barvest in
the stute of Oregon was that of 18810,
goon after the fArst lops were plant-
od on the fertile lands along the Wil-
lamette river. The crop that year
amounted to only 1935 bales. %Iml
is quite n conlragt to the yield in
1006, just twenty-two wedrs later,
when 160,000 bales were harvested,
The largest orop in the higtory of the
liop industry in this state was picked
in 1906, Between 1880 and 1015 the
kop erop hag advanced stendily in
quantity and quality, althongh, like
any other ;rmwtne thing it has varied
from year to year. For instance, in
1883 the lharvest amounted to 4664
thiles and the following yenr 10902
bales were packed. Tn 1885 the erop
was reduced again to 7309 bales, Dur-
ing the firsl five years of the hop in-
|dusiry in Oregon the orop increased
tenfold, and in the following five
yvears it inereased only o very litile
over &0 per eent.  In 1803 the erop
| was 37,200 bales and by the next
yenr hod just exactly doubled. From
that time on until 1910 the harvest
went up and down, due to many eon-
ditions. It rewched Yhe maximom
vield in 1006 when 160,000 hales were
harvested, but within three vears had
fallen to 88500 bales agnin. The
closest approach to the erop record
was made in 1013, wlen 152,000 bales
were harvested. Last vear the har-
vest was 122,000 hales, and the yield
of the present year is most aptly rep-
reaented by u large question mark,
Many hop authorities, both growers
and buyers, have estimated the 1015
harvest at various figures, some. of
which are seriously questioned by the
growers in Polk county. One judge
says the evop will amount to as muech
ns 175,000 bales, while more conser-
vative estimators bring it down as
low as 85,000 bales. [t will be purely
